Gov. Dalton Asserts Ad- 
ministrative Proce- 
dures at Two Institu- 
tions Are Under In- 


quiry.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. li— 
An investigation is under way 
into administrative procedures 
at two state mental institutions 
at St. Louis, Gov. John M. Cal- 
ton said today. 

The Missouri Highway Patrol 
is conducting an inquiry at St. 
Louis State Hospital, 5400 Ar- 
sena! street, and the St. Louis 
State School and Hospital, 10595 
Bellefontaine road, Bellefontaine 
Neighbors, the Governor re- 
ported. 


“A number of things are in- 
volved,”’ Gov. Dalton told a re- 
porter. “Although the investiga- 
tion was primarily into the ad- 
ministrative phases of operations 
at the hospitals, there was a 
widening of the areas to be stud- 
ied after the inquiry had been 
started.”’ 


He said he will hold a press 
conference Wednesday, with 
members of the Mental Health 
Commission present, to discuss 
findings thus far. 

Cites Complaints. 

The inquiry was started after 
Dr. Addison M. Duval, director 
of the Missouri Division of Men- 
tal Diseases, had gone to Europe 
Gov. Dalton said in reply to a 
question, ‘‘However,”’ he added, 
“The complaints had been made 
before. Dr. Duval knew about 
the complaints but did nothing.” 

Dr. Duval said he had not re- 
quested an investigation. He said 
he was aware there was “one 
alleged’ situation in each of the 
two institutions that had been 
reported to Gov. Dalton.” 

Dr. Duval. referred further 
questions to Russell Sexton, 
chairman of the Mental Health 
Commission. Sexton declined to 
comment. “If something is 
wrong, we want to get the whole 
story before commenting,”’ he 
said. 

Walter M. Clark, chairman of 
a citizens’, committee named at 
Missouri’s first Mental Health 
Conference last year, said he was 
“aware that the investigation 
was being carried out, if it could 
be called an investigation.”’ 


‘Wrong Way te Go About It.’ 


“They have asked employes 
and doctors what they think of 
their superintendent at both in- 
stitutions,” Clark said. “This is 
all being done at the order of 
the Governor and was started 
without the knowledge of Dr. 
Duval, which is the wrong way 
to go about it,’ Clark, a St. 
Louis attorney, added. 

“A director of a department 
of state government certainly 
ought to be ccnsulted in a mat- 
ter of this kind.” 


“While the present state ad- 
ministration is investigating, 
why doesn’t it do. something to 
bring about conditions that would 
permit the untying of kids from 
beds?’’ Clark asked. 

“If we are going to spend 
money, we should spend it for 
the benefit of the people in these 
institutions and not for a witch 
hunt.”’ 

Clark -said an -< investigator 
asked a doctor at one of the 
institutions what he thought of

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11—Pre 
ident Kennedy will take to the 
road in the 1962 congressional 
campaign to the extent that in- 
ternational problems permit, 
sources close to the President 
said yesterday. 


Two main reasons have im- 
pelled him in this decision: 
He believes that, without a 


hard fight, the Democratic ma- 
jcrity in the House of Repre- 
sentatives might be reduced 
or turned into a minority, with 
possible disastrous effect on 
his legislative program and a 
serious impact on the 1964 
presidential election. 

He misses the personal con- 
tact and morale uplift that he 
enjoys in campaigning. His re- 
cent sorties into New York 
and New Jersey: gave him a 
lift, and the election results 
did nothing to hurt his con- 
fidence. 

The President is said to have 
no great hopes for approval in 
the coming sessicn of Congress 
of such controversial bills as 
medical care for the oe. He 


would, however, like to see rec- 
ord votes made on these items 
so that he can carry the issues 
directly to the people in the 
fall. 

The party division in the House 
is: Democrats 262, Republicans 
174. On straight party issues, 
this gives the Democrats a ma- 
jority of 88. 

Several considerations, how- 
ever, make this a tenuous mar- 
gin. Of these Democrats, 33 
come from marginal districts; 
that is, they received less than 
55 per cent of the vote last year. 


Moreover, many issues, partic- 
ularly in the social and economic 
fields, are not decided along 
straight party lines. In the re- 
cent session, conservative Re- 
publicans and Southern Demo- 
crats joined forces on 23 House 
roll calls, 20 per cent of the 
total, and won 16 .f them. 


Mr. Kennedy intends to go to 
as many marginal districts as 
possible and speak in behalf of 
the Democratic candidates as 
well as for his own legislative 
chjectives.

‘“‘No one imagines that a volun- 
tary moratorium is going to 
solve this question,” he said. 
‘There must be stricter controls 
by treaty and otherwise. But, 
while that should be aimed at 
and worked for, and achieved 
as rapidly as possible, one should 
not leave the door open for 
these nuclear tests to go on. 

‘Basically vil.’

Duffe said the bill would per- 
petuate non-conforming uses, 
but the object of the zoning code 


is to dispose of them eventually, | 
The bill, introduced by Alder- | 


man James E, Geisler (Dem.), 
Tenth ward, would amend the 
zoning ordinance to enable the 
owner of property not conform- 
ing with the city plan to make 
structural changes or other al- 
terations without obtaining a 
building permit, as is now re- 
quired. 

It also would permit an owner 
in non-conforming use to exten 
his property for a distance of 100 
feet to provide off-street park- 
ing, to expand his business or 
for some other purpose that 
would not lower the zoning 
classification. 

Geisler said the proposals 
would eliminate the need for an 
owner of property in non-con- 
forming use to seek a zoning 
change for expansion. 


Defeat of Purpose. 


Brown said the proposal ‘‘de- 
feats the very purpose of that 
section of the zoning ordinance 
on non-conforming uses.” He 
said the purpose of the section 
is to restrict certain non -con- 
forming types of structures from 
growing. 

“There is no point in having a 
zoning ordinance with the pro- 
visions in this bill,”” Brown said. 

Present laws permit an owner 
to make repairs of $100 or less 
to property in non-conforming 
use without obtaining a permit, 
Brown explained. The ordinance 
further provides that the Board 
of Adjustment may review deci- 
sions of the building commis- 
sioner on applications to change 
or expand buildings in non-con- 
forming use, and may reverse 
the commissioner, Brown said. 

“This section of the ordinance 
provides us with a way to delete 
such undesirable uses as old 
junk yards and automobile shops 
which settled years ago in good 
neighborhoods,” he said. 

Brown and Duffe said Geisler 
had not consulted them before 
introducing his bill.

Though such political issues tend to defy 
statistical analysis, the publication Congres- 
sional Quarterly has nevertheless attempted to 
define the conservative coalition by figures 


on votes and issues. 


CQ has done a good job. 


The coalition is described as a voting alliance 
of Republicans with Democrats from 13 South- 
ern states, whose conservatism is spelled by 
a consistent stand on a number of controver- 


Sial issues. 


On this basis the coalition ap- 


peared on 88 of the last session’s 320 roll 
calls, and won 48 per cent of the votes in 
which it appeared in the Senate, and 70 per 


cent in the House. 


If these figures are an expression of the 
coalition’s power, the issues in which it was 
engaged are an expression of its attitude. The 
only one of President Kennedy’s “big five” 
programs in which the coalition did not coa- 


lesce was housing. 


It failed to block the Ad- 


ministration’s depressed areas and minimum 


wage bills. 


It held up school aid with assist- 


ance from some Northern Democrats. Medical 
care did not come to a vote, but would have 
met strong coalition obstruction if it had.

In addition to these five issues, Treasury 
borrowing for foreign aid was defeated by 
House conservatives, and so was wage im- 


provement for migratory workers. 


The tabu- 


lation does not measure the effect of the coali- 
tion on issues which the Administration did 
not even put to Congress, such as new civil 


rights legislation. 


Government by coalition is inconsistent with 
government by party, but the coalition itself 
rests on a split in the Democratic party. In- 
side the party the South had 23 coalition vot- 
ers in the Senate and 110 in the House, as 
against 41 Northern Senators and 152 Rep- 


resentatives. 
constantly 


Hence the Administration was 
in search of votes despite its 


party superiority. The Northern Democrats 
had to find 10 votes from the South or the 
Republicans to muster a clear majority ‘in 
the Senate, and 67 votes in the House. 


Loyalties, however, 


were switched from 


party to coalition and back again, depending 


upon the issues. 


CQ estimates that Southern 


Democrats voted to support the coalition on 
63 per cent of the major votes, while Republi- 
cans supported it 70 per cent of the time. The 
Southern Senators were a little more con- 
sistently conservative than their House col- 
leagues. Republicans were divided, too, though 
less often than Democrats, and the results at 
times seemed to reflect a kind of four-party 
system working within the two parties.

On the Democratic side, for example, Sena- 
tors Thurmond of South Carolina and Stennis 
of Mississippi supported the coalition 98 per 
cent of the time—but Senators Kefauver and 
Gore of Tennessee opposed it at least two 
thirds of the time, and they also are South- 


erners. 


On the Republican side, Senators 


Dworshak of Idaho and Mundt of South Dako- 
ta were adamant coalition leaders, but Sena- 
tors Case of New Jersey and Javits of New 
York were only a little less adamant against it. 

The division in the Democratic party is in- 
evitable as long as the South remains region- 
ally devoted to a one-party system. The divi- 
sions in both parties of conservatives and 
liberals seem inevitable when both parties 
aspire to represent national interests rather 


than ideological differences. 


Those who rail at the resulting shifts, confu- 
sion, generalized programs and smudged judg- 
ments may take some philosophical satisfac- 
tion in the explanation that this is due to our 


system of checks and balances. 


Otherwise 


they can attack coalition government only by 
trying to alter the composition of Congress, 


seat by seat. 


The latter fact explains why 


Democrats and Republicans, and liberals and 
conservatives, recently fought so hard over 
one congressional seat in one county in Texas. 


Congressmen in Uniform 


Being a member of Congress and also a 
member of one of the military services is a

The military, who 


are beholden to Congress, are most circum- 
spect with Senators and Representatives. No 
Congressman who dons a uniform as a reserve 
officer for a 15-day tour of duty need: fear

Lightships on Way Out 


One by one the lights of the nation’s pic- 
turesque little red lightships, which have 
guided ships along the coasts of the United 
States since 1820, are going out.

PerNaps it is even more surpris- 
ing that less than 25 per cent of those so born 
are beneficiaries of the Aid to Dependent 


Children program. 


This program is highly valued by the Com- 
mission because it keeps children in their 
own homes where, in most cases, chances for 
normal development are better than in foster 


homes and institutions. 


Incidentally, it costs 


three times as much to care for a child taken 
from its mother, and it would cost millions 


more to build institutions. 


More would be accomplished if the chil- 
dren’s aid program provided a better standard 
of living and better professional guidance for 


the unwed mother. 


There should be recon- 


sideration of all requirements which deprive 
needy children, legitimate or illegitimate, of 
aid within the family. One obstacle was the 
rule against aid so long as the family bread- 


winner was at home.

War Between the States? 


It is easy to conclude that a new “war be- 


tween the states”

glances through the business magazines. 
Here are bids to industry to move to “young 
and creative” Arkansas, or Indiana, “the com- 
mercial center of the Universe,” or Louisiana, 
“a great new frontier of opportunity.” Here 
Kentucky offers “much more than location 
advantages,” and Oklahoma assures business- 
men that “you serve them better from the 
center.” New York boasts “transportation that 
speeds expansion,” and Rhode Island adver- 
tises its “100 per cent financing plan—new 
plant construction without capital invest- 
ment.” These state-paid appeals are ardently 
supported by region-plugging advertisements 
of railroads, banks and utilities. Even for- 
eigners aré in the act; for example: ‘‘Nobody 
skims the cream off your profits in Ireland.” 


Unhappily, this enterprise carries an over- 
_ tone of desperation. When West Virginia, for 
example, advertises its natural resources, it 
also is advertising its depressed areas. It 
needs jobs if more of its citizens are to be 
saved from the frustrating, demeaning life of 
the economically rejected. Even the more 
prosperous states want expansion in pace 
with population growth. Missouri also must 
find more employment opportunities. 


Nothing will be gained, however, if the 
competition degenerates into an effort to per- 
suade established industries to move from 
one’ area to another by offering tax conces- 
sions, public bonds for private plants, lax 
factory regulations, and low wages. Experi- 
ence has proved that such dubious attractions 
merely veil the costs which must be met 
eventually. For the nation, there is a net loss 
whenever one area gains in this, way at the 


expense of another. 


The true solution was emphasized by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hodges here the other day. 
“We must set a faster tempo in industrial 
growth so that we can increase the number 
of jobs at least as fast as the labor force is 
growing.” New plants are needed, not old

IN NEW YORK STATE ecu or PUN FOR MERGER 


ALBANY, N.Y., Nov. 11 (AP) 
—Republicans forced through the 
Legislature yesterday a reappor- 
tionment of the state’s congres- 
sional districts that the Demo- 
crats called ‘‘a massive assault 
on the Kennedy Administration.” 

The redistricting, the last item 
on the agenda of a two-day spe- 
cial session, was passed over 
s0lid Democratic opposition. 
Den.ocrats threatened a court 
test of the measure’s constitu- 
tionality. 

The session had been called by 
Republican Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller. 

The reapportionment plan, de- 
signed to give the G.O.P. a good 
chance of winning five additional 
seats in the congressional elec- 
tion next year, was described by 
Senator Joseph Zaretzki, Demo- 
cratic minority leader, as a 
“reprehensible gerrymander.”’ 

The Senate vote was on party 
lines, 33 to 25. The Assembly 
vote was 76 to 70, the bare ma- 
jority needed in the 150-member 
House. Five Republicans voted 
with the Democrats. The Legis- 
lature then adjourned until its 
regular session, which opens 
Jan, 3. 

Rockefeller signed the reap- 
portionment bill and two other 
measures passed at the session, 
state aid for construction of 
bomb shelters in schools and col- 
leges, and special tax exemp- 
tions and other benefits for New 
Yorkers on active military duty. 

The redistricting was neces- 
sary because New York lost two 
congressional seats under the 
1960 census.

Army Says 


LOS ANGELES, Nov, 11 (AP) 
—Elgin Baylor of the Los An- 
geles Lakers, who holds the 
National Basketball Association 
individual scoring record of 71 
points in a single game, has 
been ordered to report to active 
military duty, a Sixth Army 


spokesman said last night. 


The spokesman, at the Presidio 
said Baylor’s 
orders had been mailed to him 


of San Francisco, 


in Los Angeles, He said that 
Baylor probably would have to 
report to active duty in about a 


montn., 

Baylor said he hasn’t received 
the orders. His coach, Fred 
Schaus, was stunned by the 
Army’s Ss announcement. 

‘‘He’s the greatest player in 
the game; the records prove 
that,’’ said Schaus. “I’m stand- 
ing now, but I’m going to have 
to sit down. This is quite a 
shock.”’ 

Served Six Months. 

Baylor, who is married and 
has one child, has served six 
months of reserve training. 

The Lakers have compiled a 
9.2 record in the N.B.A. and be- 
came a favorite for a Western 


Division title after twice thump- 
ing the St. Louis Hawks, the 
perennial leaders. Baylor has 


been having another of his sen- 
sational seasons. He and guard 
Jerry West have provided a one- 
two scoring punch averaging 67 
points a game. 

Baylor is the first major pro- 
fessional basketball star to be 
called up. Many of the leading 
players in the game are not 
eligible for military service be- 
cause they exceed the height 
limit of six feet, six inches, 

“‘Super-Star.”’ 

Baylor, 6-5 and weighing 230 
pounds, is generally recognized 
as one of the greatest all-round 
players in professional basket- 
bail. A product of Seattle Uni- 
versity, he was an instant suc- 
cess in the tough N.B.A.. Besides 
holding the league record of 71 
points in a game, he is an out- 


standing rebounder and play- 
maker. 
‘Although a super-star and 


paid in proportion to his talent, 
Baylor is the idol of his team- | 
mates, Another Laker forward, | 
Rudy Larusso, paid him this | 
compliment: ‘‘Elg, we love you | 
because you combine a mountain | 
of humility with a mountain of | 
talent, and I am proud to be on | 
the same team with you.” 

Laker trainer Frank O’Neil 
‘paid there was doubt in his 
mind that Baylor will pass the 
‘Army physical. 

“Dr. Robert Horstman, ortho- 
pedic consultant, has diagnosed 
Baylor’s chronic back ailment as 
a deformity which aggravates 
muscles and nerves in his back, 
and Elgin has had to sit out a/ 
few games because of the pain.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov, 
(AP) — Police said today that 


there were no solid clues in the 


robbery yesterday of the Union 
and Webster Branch of the Bank 
of America, Three armed men 
stole $62,693 in the biggest bank 
holdup in the city’s history. 

Police so far have not been 
able to identify the robbers, who 
kidnaped two bank officers and 
their families. 

One of the three was disguised 
as a red-haired woman. 

Thursday evening they went to 
the Larkspur home of the branch 
manager, Joseph H, Finocchio, 
15 miles north of San Francisco. 

*‘Move in,” the robber dressed 
as a woman said when Finoc- 
chio opened the door, 

One robber stayed with Finoc- 
chio’s wife and daughter. The 
‘other two forced Finocchio to 
drive them in his automobile to 
Millbrae, 15 miles south of San 
| Francisco, to the home of Henry 
| Lupori, assistant manager of the 
branch, 

“They made me go to the 
door and tell Mr. Lupori I had 
to discuss some bank matters 
with him,”’ Finocchio said later. 

" ‘When he let me in, they came 
in. too.’ 

One robber forced Lupori and 
his son into the Lupori car, The 
‘other took Lupori’s wife and 
(other son in Finocchio’s car. 

When all were back at the 
'Finocchio home, the robbers 
imade coffee and served it to 
| everybody. 

In the night two robbers dozed 
while the third stood guard, 
| taking turns, 

In the morning the robber tied 
their victims with drapery cords. 
| Two robbers forced Lupori into 

_Finocchio’s car and they drove 
to the bank, arriving at 7 a.m. 

Lupori was forced to open the 
| bank and the vault. Two tellers, 
Susan Romweber and Carol 
Hickenbotam, were forced to 
help scoop up the cash. 

Twice in the robbery one of 
(the men called back to the* 
| Finocchio home to be sure all 
was well with their accomplice. | 

Before fleeing the bank, the 
‘robbers tied the tellers and

NOTHING WAS KNOWN about 
telescopes in ancient times, but 
some facts were learned about 
the stars and planets. Men with 
keen eyes kept watch on the 
night sky. They observed, for 
example, that a few groups ot 
stars could be seen on every 
clear night of the year, including 
the Great Bear and the Little 
Bear. 


Facts were gathered in sev- 
eral ancient lands about heaven- 
ly objects that wandered across 
the night sky. These included 
five planets and the moon. 

Q. Which planets could be seen 
in ancient times? 

A. Venus, Mars, Jupiter, Mer-

cury and Saturn. It was extreme 
ly hard to see Saturn, and noth- 
ing was known about the rings 
around that planet. 


Our present names of planets 
came from the Latin language, 
and they refer to Roman deities. 
All planets except two carry the 
names of gods. The exceptions 
are Venus and the earth. 


The days of the week were 
named for seven ‘‘wandering ob- 
jects in the sky.” Sunday is the 
“Day of the Sun” and Monday 
is the “Day of the Moon.” The 
seven-day week was started by 
people at the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean Sea. From that 
area it spread to Rome. 


The Romans called the third 
day of the week “Dies Martis,”’ 
meaning “Day of Mars.” Their 
fourth day was the “Day of Mer- 
cury,” their fifth the “Day of 
Jupiter,” Friday was the “Day 
of Venus” and Saturday the 
‘Day of Saturn.” 


In Great Britain, the Anglo- 
Saxons kept the same idea, but 
used four of their own deities 
when they changed the names 
of the days. These were Tiw, 
Woden, Thor and Freya or 
Frigg.
